Lieut. Warwick married*iiiss Elizabeth Dunlap, making his home at. 
rur.more, three miles east of the C&O Station, Sitlington, on the Green¬ 
brier Division. Five miles west of the Virginia line, just north of 
the center of the county. Lieut, Warwick returned to England leaving 
-.Is w’. fe ar.d little son Jacob, Lieut. Warwick died on this trio. His 
*Idow married Robert Setlington of Bath County, Virginia, making their

The colored nurse became angry when reproved by Mrs. Craig and as 
expression of her wrath srfe threw the baby girl on a large kettle of 
belling water. This caused the death of the child. That the mother might 
forget this horrible scene, they sold the nurse to Col. Paul NcNeel, 
son of John KcNeel, the first permanent settler of Little Levels, "hile 
VIrs Carrie Craig, was governess in Col. Paul KcNeels’ home she met 
an. carried John W. Warwick, who then owned the Andrew Mathews farm. 

She was his second wife. Issac Moore brought Glade Hill farm from Col. 
cKeel. E. Hi Moore inherited this farm from his father, Isaac Koore.
